WASHINGTON (U PI) - Higher prices 
for food, shelter and energy boosted the 
cost of living 0.8 per cent in January for 
the biggest increase in 18 months, the 
Labor Department said today. 
The federal agency also said the 
average worker’s spendable income was 
reduced by 1.1 per cent last month. The 
blame was placed on higher payroll and 
income taxes as well as layoffs caused 
by frigid weather.' 
But the inflation survey still did “ not 
reflect the full price impact of the severe 
winter weather that affected the nation 
in late January,” the Labor Department

“ No rain in sight." 
J M 
Wollander of the National 
Weather Service was issuing another 
weather summary for California, wither­ 
ing in a drought that is spreading 
throughout the West. 
“ Stockton and Sacramento broke 
records again today,” Wollander said in 
his sum m ary Thursday night. 
“ Stockton’s high of 77 degrees made to­ 
day the hottest February 17th on record 
there, while downtown Sacramento’s 
76.. did likewise. 
“ Palm Springs’ 90 degrees was the 
warmest reading in the 48 states.’’ 
Wollander’s “ no rain” prediction 
might as well have been for the neighbor­ 
ing states as well. 
The situation is so bad that an Oregon 
group wants everyone on the West Coast 
to participate in a “ synchronous rain 
dance” at sunset on Saturday. 
“ We did it a couple of years ago and we 
had lots of rain.” said Steven Howerth, 
spokesman for the Earth Healers of 
southern Oregon. 
Western Oregon farmlands are feeling 
the effects of this winter’s lack of rain­ 
fall, according to Norman Goetze. 
Oregon State University Extension 
agronomist Soil moisture ranges from 
two to five inches in the first five feet of 
soil depth, compared with 10-12 inches in 
a normal winter. 
In Utah. Gov. Scott Matheaon declared 
seven counties disaster areas because of 
the drought He asked President Carter 
to make federal disaster assistance 
available. 
Matheson said the fall of 1976 and 
winter of 1977 have been the driest since 
record keeping began in 1892 He es­ 
timated business losses to date at $17.1 
million and predicted they could exceed 
$19.9 million by the end of March. 
A cloud-seeding program initiated by 
the state had not been successful 
because there simply hadn’t been enough 
clouds 
In Nevada, Gov. Mike O’Callaghan 
said that he plans to issue orders to dim 
the lights on Nevada's glittering casinos 
and that he will seek legislation to ease 
the energy and water shortages 
O'Callaghan also sent a letter to 
Interior Secretary Cecil Andrus criticiz­ 
ing the release of water from Stampede 
Dam Reservoir west of Reno for use in a 
fisheries experiment. He said it had 
wasted 100.000 acre feet of water at a 
time when the state is facing its worst 
drought on record.

The rise in January’s Consumer Price 
Index was the biggest since the CPI went 
up 0.9 per cent in July, 1975. 
The price index stood at 175.3 in 
January, compared to the 1967 base of 
100. That means consumers had to spend 
$17.53 last monh for goods costing $10 a 
decade ago. 
The surge in consumer inflation 
followed seven consecutive months of 
moderate price increases and was dou­ 
ble the rate of the past four months com­ 
bined. 
Prices for virtually every food in the 
supermarket boosted the food price in- 
^ 
dex 0.9 per cent. The biggest increases 
were for beef, pork, cereal, baked goods, 
milk, cheese and ice cream, vegetables, 
fruits, coffee, poultry and eggs. 
Fuel oil and coal increased 2 per cent, 
while natural gas and electricity rose 0.9 
per cent. 
For home owners, property taxes and 
mortgage interest rates rose significant­ 
ly while the cost of household services 
such as cleaning supplies contributed to 
a major increase in the services index. 
The impact for renters was less 
significant, with rents increasing only 
0 5 per cent. 
The department’s survey of earnings 
was taken later in January and reflected 
the initial impact of record cold weather 
east of the Rockies 
The Commerce Department said 
Thursday consumer spending dipped 2 
per cent in late January and another 3 
per cent in early February. Earlier the 
department said last month was the 
coldest January since colonial days. 
The weakness in consumer spending 
patterns coupled with lower food prices 
had a moderating effect on inflation, 
government economists said. 
The cold weather alone, based on Com­ 
merce Department calculations, cost the 
average worker about $25 in January 
Higher payroll taxes took another $24 
from the worker’s pockets. 
The weather, taxes and a $3.4 billion 
decline in dividends paid by corporations 
held the growth in personal income last 
month to $3 8 billion for the lowest in­ 
crease in 18 months. 
Even without the taxes, heavy snows 
and record-low temperatures, personal 
income would have grown only $7.7 
billion in January — or about one-third 
the rate tor December. 
Conwineree said wage and salary in­ 
come grew slower in January “ due 
primarily to the severe winter storms in 
the eastern portion of the nation.” 
“ While it is difficult to quantify the im­ 
pact of the weather on wages and 
salaries, fragmentary evidence indicates 
that... about $2 billion was lost,” it said 
The department said workers lost 
another $19 billion because of an in­ 
crease in the Social Security tax base 
from $15,300 to $16,500. 
The impacTwas felt mostly by lower 
and middle income workers 
For in­ 
stance, gross income of workers in­ 
creased 0.5 per cent in January while 
transfer payments for veterans, welfare 
recipients, unemployed and retired 
persons increased 2 per cent. 
The Federal Reserve Board said fac­ 
tories cut back their usable machinery 
and equipment about 1 per cent in 
January. 
Only 80 per cent of the nation’s produc­ 
tive machinery was in use, the lowest 
level since auto and tractor industry 
strikes last fall. 
Park caretakers urged 
by Supervisor Hedlund

Resident caretakers are critically 
needed immediately at Santa Rosa Park 
in Lompoc and at LeRoy Park in 
Guadalupe to halt vandalism, the ad­ 
ministrative aide for Supervisor Robert 
Hedlund said Thursday 
Doree Webb, who assumed her post, 
when Hedlund took office in January, 
said the two park facilities had 
deteriorated because of “ motorcycle 
gang activity, drug and alcohol abuse, 
general vandalism and cattle rustling 
from adjacent ranches. 


She said Hedlund was determined to 
get “ permanent rangers” at both 
facilities “ to see that the parks are 
properly repaired and maintained.” And 
Hedlund’s push for these improvements 
will come in the upcoming county 
budget, Webb said. How successful the 
effort will be will remain uncertain until 
the Board of Supervisors comes to grips 
with the Parks and Recreation Depart­ 
ment budget. 
Webb said Hedlund had asked “ for a 
list of past expenditures for maintenance 
and capital improvement at all 32 county 
parks to see that we get the proper 
allocation this year for parks in the 
Fourth District.” 
Hedlund’s pressure on the Parks 
Department may have been a factor in 
the request by parks chief Michael 
Pahos for a comprehensive board policy 
on parks It was unclear today whether 
there was no board policy on parks or 
whether the existence of a policy had 
become obscured by the pressures erf 
politics. 
It seemed certain that LeRoy Park 
would get an uplift almost immediately, 
following the revelation this week that 
the county was the sole owner el4he 3.5 
acre facility and not just part owner, 


Pahos said he had a list of proposed 
capital 
improvements for Hedlund's 
okay. Included are alternative proposals 
for new picnic tables and a group picnic 
area Pahos said Hedlund wanted to use 
the fund of $1,006 which accumulated 
from Fourth D istrict picnic area 
registration fees. 
The problems at Santa Rosa are more 
complicated, according to Webb Pahos 
had the position of park ranger removed 
from the park specifications and the 
supervision turned over to the same 
ranger who takes care of Miguelit« Park, 
south of Lompoc 
The ranger dwelling at Santa Rosa is 
still a usable facility according to Webb 
and Hedlund is determined to get a 
ranger there as soon as possible. “ Santa 
Rosa doesn’t represent a big problem in 
terms of capital improvement,” Webb 
said, "but we need to bring it up to 
former standards.” 
Ocean Park, on the ocean, west of 
Lompoc, has not been discussed except 
briefly, Webb said She said Hedlund had 
plans for Pahos to spend more time in 
the Fourth District, particularly to 
monitor conditions at Ocean Park and 
other facilities that have fallen into 
neglect 
“ It is Supervisor Hedlund’s intention, 
knowing the severe budget problems 
ahead, that each park begin its improve­ 
ment process and not one park get all of 
the money and others get nothing,’ 
Webb said “ We re hoping that with the 
aid of citizen advisory committees on 
parks, that we can work out our plans to 
prevent the destruction and vandalism 
that has marred some parks, so that the 
funds we do have can be spent on im­ 
provement and expansion instead of on 
repair and replacement.”

Naval power 
debate may 
be near 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - House 
sources believe debate may be shaping 
up once again over whether the Navy 
should continue to build its fleet around 
large-deck aircraft carriers. 
The Carter administration is on record 
against them Defense Secretary Harold 
Brown Thursday told a House Appro­ 
priations subcommittee he agreed with 
the Ford administration’s outgoing 
budget proposals to halt work on a fifth 
Nimitz-class nuclear supercarrier. 
Last year saw a divisive debate in 
which a group of House members pushed 
approval of first funds for the carrier 
through Congress. The sources say they 
may draw support again from the less 
than wholehearted endorsement of 
Brown's position by Adm. James L. 
Holloway III, chief of naval operations. 
The group, led by Rep Charles Ben­ 
nett, D-Fla . head of the seapower sub­ 
committee, already has introduced 
legislation this year to continue work on 
the fullsize carrier. 
Holloway told the appropriations panel 
that while he supported the ad­ 
ministration’s position, “ I have to say 
my personal view is that I would rather 
see a carrier in this year’s budget rather 
than two smaller earners downstream.” 
Brown and Holloway testified on 
Ford’s proposal to rescind $920 million in 
military funding approved last year, in­ 
cluding $350 million for the power plant 
of the nuclear carrier.

EDWARDS. Calif. - Following a suc­ 
cessful series of taxi test runs on Tues­ 
day. Shuttle Orbiter made its first cap­ 
tive flight atop a specially modified 747 
jetliner at the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration facility here to­ 
day. 
the 122-foot long Orbiter, weighing 
144.000 pounds, went aloft for the first 
time piggyback on the shuttle carrier, 
performing tests at an altitude of 16,000 
feet and below. 
The test, which NASA officials 
described as a complete success, was 
designed to evaluate the compatibility of 
the mated spacecraft and its carrier and 
to check stability and control features 
For the test, the takeoff weight of the 747 
was 435.000 pounds 
The Orbiter was unmanned for today’s 
tests, and its systems were inert. There 
will be five additional flights similar to 
today s On May 4, the first tests are 
scheduled with the Orbiter manned by 
two astronauts and the systems 
powered The flights still will be cap­ 
tive. however 
On July 22 this year, the first free 
flight is scheduled when the Orbiter will 
be cut loose from the shuttle carrier at 
an altitude of 25.000 feet. 
Up to eight free flights, with the shut­ 
tle carrier serving as the airborne plat­ 
form from which the Orbiter will be 


launched, w ill be conducted with 
astronauts at the controls of the un­ 
powered craft. 
These tests will be to verify the Or- 
biter’s subsonic airworthiness, in­ 
tegrated systems operations and pilot- 
guided and automatic approach and 
landing capabilities. 
The Orbiter is a huge, reusable 
spacecraft which is destined to transport 
statellites. laboratories and scientists 
into near earth orbit and back in the 
1980s and 1990s, with polar orbit launches 
being made from Vandenberg Air Force 
Base 
Equatorial orbit flights will 
originate from Kennedy Space Center in 
Florida 
Today’s tests, with Fitzhugh L. Fulton 
and Thomas C. McMurtry at the controls 
of the 747, lasted just under two hours 
During the flight, air speeds were 
calibrated and the performance and 
handling qualities of the mated craft 
were evaluated. 
A portion of today’s test included a 
high altitude simulated approach and 
landing during which the 747 crew 
started a typical approach at about 
10.000 feet and leveled off for a 
“ touchdown” at 7.500 feet. 
The flight began precisely on schedule 
at 8 30 a m preceded by a countdown 
from 10. 
Takeoff was achieved 7,500 feet down 
the runway when the carrier had reached 
the speed of 175 miles-per-hour. 
“ It looks mighty tidy.” said Fulton. 


the senior pilot, as the craft roared 
smoothly into the sky followed closely by 
a chase 
plane. Moments later Fulton 
reported “ There is just a little bit of buf­ 
feting, but it could be the flaps ” 
A chase pilot asked, “ Could it just be 
your knees knocking?” 
“ If it is." Fulton quipped back, "it is 
only because you are out there flying 
chase ” 
Later in the test Fulton observed that 
the 747 was “ considerably noisier’’ with 
the orbiter than without 
The flight ended with a perfect 
landing, two hours and 10 minutes after 
it began The crew and the monitoring 
stations confirmed that today’s test com­ 
pletely validated wind tunnel predictions 
and that there were “ no surprises.” 
Next year the 747 shuttle carrier will 
be used to ferry the Orbiter from 
Edwards to NASA’s Marshall Space 
Flight Center in Alabama for vertical 
vibration testing. 
First actual earth orbital flights of the 
Shuttle Orbiter will be in the second 
vehicle, Orbiter 102, now under construc­ 
tion at Rockwell International’s 
facilities in Palmdale, following the 
completion of systems 
tests with Or­ 
biter 101. 
The first Orbiter then will be refitted 
for actual flight and used in subsequent 
missions. 
The first flights from Vandenberg are 
scheduled in 1982 and will be in Orbiter 
103 
Soviet Union protests U.S. action 
in aid of human rights activists

Beach campgrounds filling up for 
three-day holiday 


MOSCOW (U P I) - The Soviet Union 
protested to the United States against 
American actions on human rights one 
day after President Carter sent an un­ 
precedented personal letter to dissident 
Andrei Sakharov, the Tass news agency 
reported today. 


Tass said Soviet Ambassador to the 
United States Anatoly F 
Dobrynin 
visited the State Department Thursday 
to protest American support of Soviet 
human rights activists 


Dobrynin acted in Washington as 
Andrei D Sakharov, the Soviet Union’s 
leading dissident, announced in Moscow 
that he had received a personal letter 
from Carter pledging that “ human rights 
is a central concern of my ad­ 
ministration.” 


The Tass report did not refer 
specifically to this or previous ad­ 
ministration statements in behalf of 
Sakharov, Alexander Ginzburg, the poet 
arrested earlier this month for his 
human rights activities, and other Soviet 
dissidents 


Dobrynin visited Acting Secretary of 
State Arthur Hartman “ and called his at­ 
tention to certain statements and actions 
of the American side that are not consis­ 
tent with the aims of a positive develop­ 
ment of Soviet-American relations.’’ 
Tass said 


C arte r’s letter, sent through 
diplomatic channels and handed over by 
an officer of the American Embassy, ap­ 
pears likely to further strain relations 
alrea d y cooled 
by 
the State 
Department's public defense of dissi­ 
dents. 
Proudly displaying the White House 
stationery at a news conference Thurs­ 
day, the Nobel Peace Prize-winner said 
the letter was a “ great honor” and the 
first he has received from an American 
president. 
Describing human rights as “ a central 
concern of my administration,” Carter 


wrote Sakharov: 
“ You may rest assured that the 
American people and our government 
will continue our firm commitment to 
promote respect for human rights not 
only in our own country but also 
abroad.” 
Carter also pledged to use his “ good of­ 
fices” to seek the release of what he 
called “ prisoners of conscience.” 
In the past the Soviets have denied 
keeping political prisoners and have 
labeled similar statements directed at 
Moscow “ unwarranted meddling” in in­ 
ternal affairs. 
Vance arrives for talks 
with Jordan's King Hussein 


AMMAN, Jordan (U PI) - Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance arrived for talks 
with King Hussein today amid reports 
that the Jordanian ruler received 
millions of dollars during a 20-year 
period to allow the CIA to operate freely 
in his country. 
The controversy over the reported pay­ 
ments came as Vance, on the fourth leg 
of his Middle East tour, reported there 
has been a “ narrowing of the different 
positions" on some of the major issues 
dividing Israel and the Arab countries. 


The Washington Post reported today 
that Hussein received the funds during 
the administrations of five presidents for 
informants, intelligence information and 
freedom of operation for CIA agents in 
Jordan. 
Vance said today he had “ absolutely no 
comment” on the report. 
Speaking to newsmen aboard his plane 
as he flew from Cairo to Beirut on the 
third leg of his Middle East tour, Vance 
said, “ I have seen the report. I will have 
no comment, absolutely no comment.”

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Newspaper claims 
CIA paid millions 
to King Hussein 


THE BETTER HALF

WASHINGTON (U PI) — Jo r­ 
dan’s King Hussein was secret­ 
ly paid millions of dollars by the 
CIA during a 20-year period 
spanning the administrations of 
five presidents, the Washington 
Post reported today. 
President Carter did not 
learn of the arrangement until a 
few days ago and immediately 
ordered the annual payments 
stopped, the Post said. 
Carter declined comment on 
the report when questioned by a 
U P I reporter this morning but 
promised that White House 
Press Secretary Jody Powell 
“ will have a statement on that 
later.” The CIA also refused 
immediate comment. 
The newspaper said Hussein, 
a dapper Middle East leader 
who has acted as a moderating 
buffer between Israel and more 
tough-minded Arab states, got 
about $750,000 last year alone. 
Part of it allegedly went to pay 
for informants and intelligence 
information. 
President Ford knew about 
the payments, which allowed 
CIA agents to operate freely in 
Jordan, but did nothing about 
them, the report said. 
In 1973. Hussein declined to 
join in the Arab war against 
Israel. 
“ I have seen the report.” 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
told reporters in Beirut. Leba­ 
non “ I will have no comment, 
absolutely no comment ” 
Vance meets with Hussein 
Saturday as part of a six-nation 
Middle East tour in search of an 


enduring peace. It was not 
known what effect the pub­ 
lished report would have on 
Middle East negotiations. 
A high-level delegation from 
the Palestinian Liberation Or­ 
ganization was scheduled to 
arrive in Jordan almostly im­ 
mediately after Vance com­ 
pletes talks with Hussein 
The newspaper report, writ­ 
ten by Watergate reporter Bob 
Woodward, said Hussein re­ 
ceived approximately $750,000 
last year from the CIA both for 
intelligence 
information 
he 
provided the United States and 
to pay other informants. 
The funds also allowed CIA 
agents to operate freely in 
Jordan, the report said. 
President Ford knew about 
the payments, the Post said, 
but did nothing to stop them 
Neither the CIA, Ford nor 
members of the Ford adminis­ 
tration told Carter of the pay­ 
ments, the Post said. 
Payments first were made in 
1957 during the administration 
of Dwight D Eisenhower, the 
newspaper said. 
Initial pay­ 
ments “ apparently ran in the 
millions of dollars but they 
were sharply curtailed to the 
$750,000 level last year,” the 
newspaper said. 
Funds first were given Hus­ 
sein when he was 21, the Post 
said, at a time when Jordan was 
heavily dependent upon the 
United States and Hussein had 
little money to bankroll a 
lifestyle which won him the 
reputation of a playboy.

Carter approves pay 
raise for Congress 


W A SH IN G TO N ( U P I ) - 
President Carter said today he 
approves the federal pay raise 
which goes into effect Sunday, 
but it should have been delayed 
until after the next general 
election. 
Carter jaywalked across Pen­ 
nsylvania Avenue and walked a 
long block through Lafayette 
Park to drop in at a meeting of 
fellow Democrats 
“ I think we’ve had a bad time 
with the salary increases,” he 
said upon arriving at the Hay-

w ere 
warranted. I think the way it’s 
been done perhaps has caused 
some additional disgrunt- 
lement ” 
Carter said he told Demo­ 
crats on the House Ways and 
Means Committee Thursday 
that “ in the future we (should) 
not ever let any salary in­ 
creases go into effect until after 
the next general election ” 
“ W ith th at one sin g le 
change,” Carter said, “ the 
American people would ac- 


cept” what he said were needed 
salary increases for Congress, 
the judiciary and other top- 
level federal employes 
Carter said he did not object 
to provisions which permitted 
the increases to become effec­ 
tive without congressional ac­ 
tion 
Carter cut across Pennsyl­ 
vania Avenue, bent to duck un­ 
der a sidewalk restraining- 
cable opposite from the White 
Housea. and walked through the 
park to the meeting of the 
Democratic National Commit­ 
tee’s finance panel 


In his 12-minute, low-key 
remarks,* Carter said “ We’ve 
had almost a month in office 
now I've learned a lot. I ’ve not 
yet been discouraged about 
anything. 


“ I ’ve become confident about 
the future of our country.” hfe 
said. 


“ The soundness, idealism and 
competence of the American 
people is not so easily assessed 
as in the office of president.”

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
Interior Department’s report 
on natural gas producers off the 
Louisiana coast stops short of 
saying they deliberately held 
gas off the market But it points 
in that direction and has 
triggered a new probe of all 
Gulf Coast producers 
Investigators found evidence 
that almost a trillion cubic feet 
of gas lies behind “ shut-in" 
wells in just the five fields that 
were studied It also found that 
the flow of gas from active 
wells in three fields had drop­ 
ped sharply since 1974 
One member of the survey 
team suggests “ economic in­ 
centives” — the hope for gas 
price decontrol — might lie 
behind the recent reduced gas 
flow and failure to put reser­ 
voirs into production 
Interior 
Secretary 
Cecil 
Andrus released the prelimi­ 
nary report Thursday and 
pledged to “ come down very, 
very hard” on any producers 
shown in the full-scale investi­ 
gation to have deliberately 
withheld fuel. 
“ I don’t think anyone in the 
Carter administration is willing 
to take a conciliatory approach 
to this question.” Andrus told a 
news conference 
Saying he will act after the 
new investigation to force 
faster production where neces­ 
sary, Andrus estimated full 
production from shut-in wells

Haldeman says

WASHINGTON (U PI) - A

F B I 
investigation 
indicates Jam es E a rl Ray 
acted alone in the 1968 assas­ 
sination of civil rights leader 
Martin Luther King Jr, the 
Justice Department announced 
today. 
“ In all the years following the 
assassination, the investiga­ 
tion has failed to reveal any 
connection between any alleged 
conspirator(s) and James Earl 
Ray—including those alleged by 
Ray himself," the 201-page 
report of the investigation 
stated 
“ Indeed, the overwhelming 
evidence indicates that Ray 
was almost totally alone during 
the year after his escape from 
Missouri State Prison” before 
he shot King from a flophouse 
bathroom in Memphis, Tenn , 
the report said 
However, the investigation 
ordered by former Attorney 
General Edward Levi was not 
able to determine the source of 
the funds Ray expended to buy 
equipment and then escape 
abroad before his capture, the 
report said. But it suggested 
the money came from robber­ 
ies possibly committed by Ray 
The report, developed by the 
Justice Department’s “ Martin 
Luther King Task Force.’’ 
found that during Ray’s impris­ 
onment in Missouri State 
Prison he had told inmates he 
“ hated Negroes” and vowed on 
several occasions he would kill 
King “ if the price was right ” 
“ The only new evidence that 
was developed related to 
details that did not affect the ul­ 
timate conclusion that James 
Earl Ray was the properly con­ 
victed murder," the Justice 
Departm ent announced in 
releasing the report 
Ray is currently serving a 99- 
year prison sentence in Tennes­ 
see 


The task force said it was 
“ satisfied" after its review of 
the files “ that the F B I did a 
credible and a through job in at­ 
tempting to identify any possi­ 
ble conspiracy or persons who 
could have been involved in the 
murder ” 


The F B I focused on finding 
sources of funds Ray used in his 
wide travels before and after 


the assassination, following his 
escape from prison, the report 
showed 
Checks of Ray’s possible in­ 
volvement in various bank rob­ 
beries occurring in that period 
proved negative, the report 
said 
“ It is the bureau’s opinion 
that Ray most likely committed 
on a periodic basis several rob­ 
beries and burglaries during 
this period in order to support 
himself.” the report said 
Attorney General Griffin Bell 
suggested in a recent television 
interview the probe neither es­ 
tablished nor ruled out a con­ 
spiracy in the death of the civil 
rights leader

Both the parks department 
and Cal-Trans are provided 
with d istrict water for 
irrigating of county maintained 
park property and highway 
landscaping areas within the 
district. 
Mrs. Rogers said the state 
has asked the district to reveal 
how it plans to conserve water 
in 1977 compared to usage in 
1976 and other measures “ you 
•an take to mitigate the affects 
)f this drought.’’ 
In other business, the board 


learned that the district’s ap­ 
plication for $500,000 in loan 
funds under the Davis-Grunsky 
Act had been received The dis­ 
trict, which is number three on 
the list of state agencies seek­ 
ing aid under the measure, will 
be apprised of its status follow­ 
ing a complete review of the ap­ 
plication. 
The loan funds, if granted, 
will be used for the expansion 
and improvement of the ex­ 
isting domestic water system in 
the community. 
Hopefully, the district will be 
able to obtain sufficient funds 
from under both the Daivs- 
Grunsky Act and the California 
Safe Drinking Water Act to 
finance the project 
The board also heard a letter 
from the state Water Resources 
Quality Control Board recom­ 
mending an annual diversion of 
Santa Ynez River water of 
1.304.5 acre feet under a permit 
for District Well No 3. 
Directors said they were un­ 
der the impression the district 
was entitled to another 90 acre 
feet of water a year and voted 
to request the state agency to 
up the figure and not cut back 
the district’s water limitation 
Board members learned, too. 
that Wilbert Chung, of the state 
water quality control board had 
inspected the grouting work 
recently completed at the base 
of Well No 3 and indicated he 
will recommend a 10-year ex­ 
tension on the state-mandated 
improvements to the well. 


An effort by the Solvang 
Municipal 
Im provem ent 
District to explore a most cost 
effective method of providing a 
wastewater crossing at the 
Santa Ynez River met with a 
favorable reception on the part 
of state and regional Water 
Resources Control Board 
representatives at a two-hour 
session yesterday in the SMID 
Center in Solvang 
The meeting was attended by 
WRCB officials, Les Wilkes and 
Leo Mathiasen of SMID and 
Mrs 
Jacqueline Chiapella, 
secretary of the Santa Ynez 
Community Services District. 
The session yesterday was 
arranged following the earlier 
receipt of another denying 
grant funding for a deep river 
crossing in Solvang and which 
asked to an acceptable joint 
powers agreement between 
SMID and the SYCSD by March 
1. 
The order, however, did not 
preclude another river crossing 
plan if the petitioners, SMID 
and the SYCSD could establish 
within a reasonable length of 
time that another more cost ef­ 
fective crossing would be 
developed 
Present for the session from 
the sta№ office of the WRCB 
were Ray Walsh and Larry 
Pearson, while Ken Jones and 
Bill Leonard represented the 
regional office in San Luis 
Obispo 
Walsh indicated he was 
receptive to SMID’s idea of ex­ 
ploring another river crossing 
alternative, but he did stipulate 
the way it would be judged most 
cost effective. 


SMID’s alternative sugges­ 
tion includes relocating a pump 
station to the north side of the 
river at Alisal and crossing the 
riv e r and c a rry in g the 
wastewater from Santa Ynez 
via a deep force main 
As a result of the session, 
Mathiasen said the SMID sewer 
committee will recommend im­ 
mediate funding of what he es­ 
timated to be between $5.000 to 
$7,000 for a study by Geo 
Technical Consultants of Santa 
Barbara for the alternative 
study and analysis by the dis­ 
trict’s engineers of Brown and 
Caldwell 
It was also noted at the 
meeting that Arthur Henzell, an 
attorney retained by SMID to 
prepare the joint powers agree­ 
ment with the Santa Ynez 
District, should have a draft of 
the pact ready by next week 
State officials indicated that 
they were satisfied that an at­ 
tempt was being made to reach 
an agreement between the two 
districts.

A federal judge in New York 
rescinded leases for 93 Atlantic 
tracts on grounds Interior 
Secretary Thomas Kleppe vi­ 
olated the National Environ­ 
mental Policy Act when he sold 
the rights 
A Chevron USA Inc (former­ 
ly Standard of California) ex­ 
ecutive. L C Soilean III. senior 
vice-president, exploration land 
and production, issu ed the 
following statement: 
“ We are dismayed at this 
d ecision which we fe e l is 
definitely not in the best in­ 
terests of the people of this 
country At a time when our na­ 
tion is experiencing severe 
natural gas shortages, and is 
importing more than 50 per 
cent of its oil. it makes no sense 
to further delay exploration and 
possible future delivery of oil 
and gas reserves which may be 
found on the A tlantic OCS 
i Outer Continental Shelf i 
“ If such reserves are discov­ 
ered they very likely would be 
brought to shore by pipelines 
which would be more compati­ 
ble environmentally than deliv­ 
ery of foreign oil by tankers or 
barges 
“ We cannot, however, com­ 
ment on specific details of the 
court's decision because we 
have not had a chance to review 
it." 
A Union Oil Company of 
California spokesman objected 
more briefly, saying 
“Union Oil Company is very 
disappointed as the sale was a 
positive step toward solving the 
nation's energy problems ”

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Mild temperatures creep into 
East; warmup begins in plains

Mild temperatures filtered 
into the eastern half of the 
United States overnight, bring­ 
ing the same warmup that has 
been felt throughout the plains 
and western part of the 
country.

That administra­ 
tion-favored theory calls for 
management strategies, such 
as preferential lanes for buses 
and carpools. to move more 


people without large expansion 
of facilities. 


Alan Rothenberg, Brown’s 
new business and transporta­ 
tion secretary, met with the 
three Transportation Board 
members Thursday and then 
dispatched a letter which 
praised the latest draft for 
making “major improvements 
toward overcoming concerns.”

If Norman Rockwell didn’t paint 
this scene, he should have: 
A teen-age boy sits admidst the 
wreckage of a huge dinner just con­ 
sumed. his eyes closed in pleasure as 
he bites into a huge piece of cake His 
mother stands behind him with hands 
clasped against her bosom, proud of 
her son s manly appetite. 
“Sometimes a mother feels that she 
is loved according to what kind of 
meal she puts on the table,’ 
says 
Dave Long, Cabrillo wrestling coach 
“ If a wrestler says,‘I can’t eat that, 
it’s offensive to the parent 
It’s a rare wrestler who doesn’t 
have to watch his weight and his diet 
very carefully 
Goodbye seconds, 
goodbye desserts, 
goodbye hourly 
refrigerator raids 
Hello parental 
panic 
My mom has a fit,” says wrestler 
Donnie Scruggs. “She thinks I’m ruin­ 
ing my body.” 
Parents fear that restncting diet 
and cutting weight will make a boy 
sick and s«unt his growth There is no 
scientific evidence that this is true, if 
the weight loss is reasonable and the 
diet well balanced 
“You’ll find that wrestlers are the 
most weII-developed physically of all 
athletes.” says Vaughan Hitchcock, 
Cal Poly coach. “ Stand a wrestler 
side-by side with any other athlete 
and the wrestler will be better 
developed ” 
Mike Hart, coach of one of the 


state’s most successful prep wrestl­ 
ing programs at Dos Pueblos High, 
says: “ I find that my kids are 
healthier (when cutting weight). A 
wrestler on the razor’s edge, who has 
to watch his diet, probably has the 
best diet he’ll be on the rest of his 
life.” 
Hart also cites studies that snow 
the benefits of fasting, which include 
stimulated — not stunted — growth 
Long hands his wrestlers a list of 
“Fat Facts" that explain why fat is a 
deterrent to health and performance. 
Fat creates friction between muscle 
fibres, adds dead weight to body 
parts, overloads the circulatory 
system, etc. 
In order to trim this fat, coaches en­ 
courage good diet. 
“I recommend they just cut down 
proportionally on everything they eat, 
and increase their workout load,” 
says Lompoc coach Rodger Warner. 


Cabrillo wrestlers are given lists ot 
recommended foods (liver, whole- 
grain bread, skim 
milk, etc.) and 
no-no items (pastries, hamburgers, 
salad dressings, etc.), and a sample 
diet. Dinner might 
be a slice of 
bread, a cup of cottage cheese, one 
serving of lean meat, a green salad, 
a vegetable and skim milk 


Long recommends multi-vitamins 
and 
protein supplements. Some 
coaches feel these are unnecessary. 
Some wrestlers are on a more ex­ 


coach and parents. 
“If they can make weight and win, 
they can stay there,” says Warner. 
“If they’re not doing good, or if there 
are two good guys at one weight, they 
may have to go down.” 
Usually the weight decision is made 
after a month or so of sustained pre- 
season conditioning and dieting The 
exception to this is football players, 
who miss the pre-season conditioning. 
Several of the local football players 
who wrestled this year had to drop 15 
to 20 pounds in a short period of time 
When a wrestler cuts to too low a 
weight, performance and health suf­ 
fer. 
“His moves will not be crisp, he’ll 
seem tired, exh au sted ,” says 
Hitchcock “If I see it, I’ll bring a guy 
back up.” 
Long looks for a wrestler who is 
“doggy or fishy, flip-floppy, not alert, 
not showing his normal self.” 
Hart claims he 
”can tell in a 
minute” if a boy is cutting too much 
weight. “If his reflexes are down, if 
his color is bad.” 
Hitchcock 
says he 
occasionally 
runs 
a cr o ss 
an 
o v erzea lo u s 
high school coach willing to risk his 
wrestlers’ health in order to win. 
But Long says: “Why would we 
want to harm the wrestler? We want 
them stronger, faster, more alert ” 
Hart echoes that those sentiments 
in the comprehensive “ Player’s 
Handbook” he has written. “Crash 
reductions and starvation diets may 
get a wrestler past a dual match 
against a mediocre opponent, but no 
wrestler will ever get through a CIF 
tournament weak and hungry.”

One abuse that can be hard to 
control is “bouncing.” Weigh- 
ins are held 
from 2^ to 20 
hours prior to competition, 
depending upon the level (high 
school or college) and type of 
m eet. A w restler who has 
dehydrated and fasted to make 
weight does not have to main­ 
tain that weight for the match. 
He needs water and he is 
hungry. 
Williams will gain between 
five and 10 pounds between 
weigh-in and match time. A 115- 
pounder m ight w eigh 130 
pounds the day after a match. 


Large fluctuations in weight 
are not recommended. Cabrillo 
tries to discourage bouncing 
weight by having daily weigh- 
ins. 
The CIF Southern Section of­ 
fice is concerned about the 
potential dangers of cutting 
weight. They sent a 16-page list 
of health and training tips, and 
medical pointers, to each high 
school coach before the season. 
Hart criticizes the list as be­ 
ing “just suggestions on what 
not to do — no constructive 
suggestions.” Neither Long nor 
Warner recall the specific con­ 
tents of the list. 


The CIF tries to allow for a 
wrestler’s natural growth dur­ 
ing the season with weight- 
class “ allowances,” or in­ 
creases For example, the 103- 
pound (maximum weight) class 
jumps to 105 a month into the 
season, then to 106 for CIF com­ 
petition. then to 107 for the 
state meet. 


“The theory is to allow kids 
to grow.” says Hart, “but in 
fact, the minute it comes up 
that two pounds, the kids suck 
down (to the next lowest weight 
bracket)."

Is cutting weight worth the 
trouble? 
It's tough to knock anything 
that forces young men to kiss 
o ff T w in k ies, C okes and 
Hershey Bars. Overweight and 
poor nutrition are considered 
by many experts to be the root 
of our nation's health problems. 
Wrestling, better than almost 
any other sport, teaches habits 
th a t can be in v a lu a b le 
throughout a lifetime. 
But what about those abuses’’ 
First of all, coaches must 
maintain or increase counseling 
on proper weight control. 
“ If a kid chooses an un­ 
realistic weight, it should be the 
responsibility of the coach to 
make sure he doesn’t bite off 
more than he can chew,” says 
one local wrestler’s parent. 
Hitchcock, for one. agrees 
that the burden of responsibility 
should be on the coach 
Parents must get into the act. 
“There’s a breakdown in 
co m m u n ica tio n s b etw een 
coaches and parents,” says 
Lompoc's Warner, expressing a 
com m on 
c o a c h ’s 
g rip e. 
“Coaches would like to hear 
som e feed b ack from the 
parents 
We re not trying to 
hurt the kids 
They (the 
parents) think it they ask a 
question, w e’ll be offended 
Coaches and parents could 
learn from each other.” 
Everyone wishes there were 
a way to scientifically and ac­ 
c u r a te ly 
d e te r m in e 
the 
minimum safe weight for every 
wrestler. Maybe there is 
A very simple five-minute 
te st can d eterm in e what 
percentage of a person's total 
weight is actually fat. The test 
in volves two sim p le body 
measurements and some set 
calculations. It requires no 
physician or highly trained per­ 
sonnel, and the testing equip­ 
ment can be purchased for $75 
or less. 
The test is “very, very ac­ 
curate,” according to Hugh 
D avis. Senior D irector of 
Physical Education at the Santa 
Barbara YMCA. one place 
where the test is given. 
Once the wrestler’s fat-to- 
body-weight ratio is known, it’s 
a fairly simple matter to assign 
him a safe minimum wrestling 
weight. 
The CIF could make such 
testing mandatory. Or. con­ 
cerned coaches could imple­ 
ment the system at their 
school, to take the guesswork 
and risk out of weight cutting 
“I think it’s a realistic idea,” 
says Davis, “and worth ex­ 
ploring.” 
The last word goes to Han­ 
cock’s Wayne King, who may 
have the best idea of all: 
“It’s important to win and 
compete, but we have to bear in 
mind that these guys aren’t 
wrestling for the world cham­ 
pionship. Coaches and parents 
should put the sport back in its 
proper perspective.”

Evidence from a new chemical 
dating method suggests the 
earliest Americans arrived at 
least 40.000 years ago, pushing 
the date of m an’s migration 
from Asia back as much as 
15,000 years from previous es­ 
tim ates 
Dr. Rainer Berger, a geolo­ 
gist and archaeologist at the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles, said time and scientif­ 
ic corroboration will be needed 
to confirm the accuracy of the 
dating method, called amino 
acid racemization. 
“However, it can be safely 
said today that m an’s entry into 
the New World via a land bridge 
from Asia to America occurred 
at least 40,000 years ago.’* he 
said “ How much earlier is still 
o p en to d e b a te a t th is 
moment ” 
Berger said some of the dates 


obtained by the method are 
even older than 40,000 years. 
Berger based his conclusions 
on studies of mammoth bones, 
stone tools and burnt red soil 
found earlier this year at a site 
where early man apparently 
killed the animals on one of the 
California Channel Islands. 
The radiocarbon dating of 
bones based on organic content 
also dem onstrated the site was 
more than 40,000 years old 
Over the last 100 years scien­ 
tific ideas about the antiquity of 
man in the Americas have been 
drastically revised. 
Most scientists put the date 
25.000 years ago, give or take a 
few thousand years, because of 
comparisons with the civiliza­ 
tions of antiquity in the old 
world such as Egypt, Mesopota­ 
mia, Greece and Rome 
“ But the re a l a n tiq u ity 
remained unknown for the lack 


of an understandable written 
lan g u ag e, o r the o u trig h t 
absence of any writing at all,’’ 
he told science w riters at a 
seminar “ We still do not know 
what the American hieroglyph­ 
ics mean because we have 
never found the A m erican 
equivalent of a Rosetta Stone.” 


After radiocarbon dating was 
perfected following World Wac 
II, some basic ideas about the 
possibility of m an’s migration 
coinciding with the end of the 
Ice Ages were taken as the 
earliest entry into the Ameri­ 
cas. 


“The 
American 
population 
had to come in from Asia 
somehow — across the Bering 
Straits.” Berger said. Tlie sea 
level was lower during the ice 
ages and a land bridge linked 
w hat is now Siberia with 
Alaska. 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) 
Show business has a lot of ups 
and dow ns, e sp e c ia lly in 
retrospect. 
Before movies came in full 
swing, back near the turn of the 
century, the country was ap­ 
plauding minstrel, vaudeville 
and girlie shows, and promot­ 
ers made money. 
P.T Barnum was the rage, 
and he knew it. Not long 
a fte rw a rd s , th e Z ieg feld 
Follies, showcasing beautiful 
women, played the top circuits. 
Then the tide turned and 
rollicking 
stage 
productions, 
even burlesque, began taking a 
back seat to the movie house 
“ I’d call the period from 1835 
to 1935 the golden age of show 
business,” said Robert C. Toll, 
whose research on the era has 
turned into a book titled, “On 
With The Show ” 


“People then got their enter­ 
tainment from people,” said 
Toll 
“ Now it’s from m a­ 
chines.” 
Toll himself grew up listening 
to the radio and w as an 
A m erican h isto ry buff in 
school, but he found something 
lacking — the perspective of the 
common people. 
In entertainment, he said, 
this was particularly true so he 
set out to dig up little known 
aspects behind the glitter of the 
heyday of show biz 
His favorite character ended 
up being P.T. Barnum, who. 
Toll said, almost singlehanded- 
ly created A m erican show 
business 


“ He felt the pulse of the time 
and was a m aster of public rela­ 
tions promotion 
He not only 
perfected it, he damn near in­ 
vented it ” 
Barnum, for instance, wowed 
E uropean royalty with the 
midget, Tom Thumb, and used 
the exposure to attract sellout 
crowds while touring abroad 
But, at home, he knew such 
snob appeal would backfire and 
used other techniques. 
Once, in a sideshow, two of 
his giants started a row and 
Barnum interceded, saying: 
“ Let me leak the fight to the 
press first. People 2srzay to see 
it ” 
Toll also gives portraits of 
the black minstrel known as 
Juba, whom Toll calls the 
father of American tap dan­ 
cing; Gypsy Rose Lee, who took 
off less than many other strip­ 
pers; Buffalo Bill Cody, who 
was always in debt from drink­ 
ing and scheming, and a host of 
others, including the talented 
old-time female and male im­ 
personators. 
And, if you weren’t good in 
those days, you got booed and 
bombarded by the audience, 
which is one reason perform ers 
played to the crowds, giving 
them what they wanted 
“The people who crammed in 
to see the circuses, popular 
plays, minstrel shows, musical 
comedies, burlesque shows and 
vaudeville were passionate par­ 
ticipants in the shows,” ex­ 
plained Toll 
“They hollered, 
hissed, sang along, even fought 
for their preferences.”

The PTA dilemma 


We have to sympathize with 
the Lompoc PTA Council and 
the d ilem m a they find 
themselves in with the school 
district officials over the ad­ 
vent of the district taking ad­ 
vantage of a federal program 
to provide food for youngsters 
in the school district. 
For years, ever since the in­ 
ception of the PTA, members 
have been conducting their hot 
dog and ice cream sales at the 
elem entary schools. The 
prices are cheap. The food is 
served by volunteers. And all 
of the income derived from 
such sales goes toward the 
form of gifts, grants and relief 
for needy youngsters in the 
school district. 
Then along com es the 
federal program and the PTA 
Council faces a loss of approx­ 
imately 50 per cent of its an­ 
nual income because the 
federal government says if we 


fund a program for food, 
everybody else stay out 
because everybody else serves 
“junk food” and we want to 
serve nourishing food. There 
can be no competitive food 
sales on campuses in the dis­ 
trict if the district is receiving 
money for kitchen equipment 
to provide the meals. The 
Lompoc School District is 
seeking reimbursible funds for 
up to 100 per cent of the cost of 
food service equipment. 
The PTA Council is going to 
make a limited try at selling 
some foods by appealing to the 
school board for at least the 
right to sell popcorn during the 
showing of a movie every few 
weeks. 
It certainly is a sad day 
when the sale of a bag of pop­ 
corn can jeopardize a multi­ 
thousand dollar federal grant 
program. But that’s the way it 
is.

The weapons race 


So, the Soviet Union has been working 
for 20 years, and is doing so now. on a 
particle-beam weapon the function of 
which would be to unsex nuclear 
weapons before they land. I am cross 
with Daniel Ellsberg for not informing 
us of this development earlier, but we

of

Now it is 
re le a se d , 
to g e th e r 
with strateg ic and 
technological 
com ­ 
mentary. 
It is estimated that 
the Soviet Union is 
devoting as much at­ 
tention to the effort to 
perfect the particle- 
beam weapon as we 
devoted 30 years ago 
to the development of 
our atom bomb. That 
w as th e so -c a lle d 
M anhattan project. 
The instructions that 
went out from the 
commander-in-chief were: Spare no ex­ 
pense; recruit such scientific talent as is 
available, work day and night: produce 
the bomb. Then we have the word of un­ 
named American scientists that the dif­ 
ficulties that lie in the way of the succes­ 
sful development of the particle-beam 
are formidable. So much so that some 
doubt it can ever be made operational. 
We are supposed to hope that they are 
right, because over here we are thus far 
devoting only a few million dollars per 
year to the project. 
No doubt when the revelant congres­ 
sional committees address themselves 
to the problem. Senator X or Congres­ 
sman Y will insist that we should make 
an equivalent effort to produce the 
particle-beam defensive weapon. And. of 
course, they will be right. It hardly 
m akes any sense to sustain 2,400 
strategic nuclear missiles if, because of 
a particle-beam Soviet defense, they are 
rendered impotent There would go the 
nuclear deterrent 
But, as usual, our 
reflexes will be defensive. Let the 
Soviets strike a salient, and our respon­ 
sibility becomes the counter-salient. A 
lot of prudent Americans are disturbed 
about the creeping strategic superiority 
of the Soviet Union, and what they 
propose is that we should build more 
weapons, develop new bombers, and so 
on. 
Years ago, the political strategist and 
philosopher Jam es Burnham pointed out 
the emptiness of this approach, and now 
he says it again with pointed illustra­ 
tions. 
The quantitative faqtor is simply not 
determining “ By any conceivable quan­ 
titative calculation,” he writes, “ the 
P e r s ia n E m p ire h ad s t r a t e g i c 
superiority over Themistocles’ Athens 
and Alexander’s Macedon — not to men­ 
tion the Incas’ over Pizarro, or the U.S.’s 
over North Vietnam.” 
It is a lazy indulgence even in those 
Americans who strive to maintain an 
adequate level of defense to assume that 
merely by producing the weapons of war.

"Watergate Liddy" may go free 


WASHINGTON - G. Gordon Liddy. 
the silent man of the W atergate con­ 
spiracy, may soon be set free. Although 
he won’t be eligible for parole until 1981. 
he has asked the Justice Dept, to com ­ 
mute his sentence 
The request, ac­ 
cording to our sources, is under “serious 
consideration.” 
The tight-lipped Lid­ 
dy, a tenacious little 
man with a Groucho 
Marx mustache and a 
macho m anner, had 
flair. Once he held his 
hand over a burning 
c an d le to im p re ss 
friends. 
A nother tim e, he 
pulled out a pistol and 
shot out a street light 
so that Sen 
George 
McGovern’s presiden­ 
tial 
h e a d q u a r t e r s 
could be observed un­ 
der proper cover of 
darkness. As an assis­ 
tant district attorney, 
he whipped out a gun in court and fired at 
the ceiling to dram atize a robbery case 
He was a fast draw. 
For a mercifully brief period, Liddy 
thought he had been instructed by Jeb 
Magruder to kill me. a mission whose 
m erit he divined autom atically and 
embraced without question He was on 
his way to gun me down when he was ap­ 
prised th at he had m isundersood 
Magruder. Liddy was disturbed over 
M agruder’s im precision of spee'ch 
“ Where I come from ,” he grumbled 
“ that means a rub-out.” 
Later, Liddy tried to obtain some ex- 


Liddy won’t be eligible for parole until 
May 1981, after serving eight years, two 
months. In contrast, the men responsible 
for W atergate — John Mitchell, H R 
Haldeman and John Ehrlichman — will 
be eligible for parole after only 30 
months in the slam m er 
Lesser W atergate figures, such as 
form er Atty. Gen Richard Kleindienst, 
received light, 
suspended sentences 
And, of course. Richard Nixon was par­ 
doned for his White House crimes. 
The Justice Dept, has received several 
letters, meanwhile, urging leniency for 
Liddy. We have had access to his con­ 
fidential file. 
For instance. C hesterfield Smith, 
form er president of the American Bar 
Association, wrote: “The sentence given 
Mr. Liddy ... seems to m e to be out­ 
rageously out of line with sentences in 
the federal criminal justice system 
given to others under sim ilar circum ­ 
stances.” Smith suggested that Liddy 
received excessive punishment for refus­ 
ing to squeal on his associates. 
Yale law professor Dennis E. Curtis 
wrote that Liddy’s sentence was “ so 
grossly disparate” that it “ can only 
reflect distrust and discontent with our 
sentencing system .” The sentence, he 
noted, was “ more than ten times as 
great as the sentences received by most 
of the W atergate group.” 
The final decision whether to commute 
Liddy’s sentence will be up to President 
Jim m y Carter, who, in the past, has ad­ 
vocated equal sentences for the same 
crimes.

Liddy was drummed off to prison, 
mouth shut and head erect, for a 21-year 
sentence He became known to his fellow 
inmates at the Danbury, C o n n p en iten ­ 
tiary and the Allentown, Pa., prison 
farm as “ W atergate Liddy.” The prison 
records show that he has continued his 
nontalkative ways. 
A super visor 
reported that Liddy “can be relied upon 
not to talk out of turn or pass on rumors. 
What he learns in the office stays in the 
office, and what he learns in the yard 
stays in the yard.” 


At the time, we charged that the 
EPA’s warning system broke down and 


failed to detect the first traces of 
radioactivity from the Chinese nuclear 
explosion. We also reported that EPA 
neglected to warn farm ers in advance 
that the fallout might contaminate milk 
The General Accounting Office has 
confirmed our story. According to its 
confidential findings, EPA “ was unable 
to effectively carry out its respon­ 
sibilities for monitoring radiation levels 
to determine whether they presented a 
public hazard.” The result, states the 
report, was “ misunderstanding, concern 
and confusion.” 
The government investigators also 
found bureaucratic bungling by both the 
Energy Research and Development Ad­ 
ministration and the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission. ERDA is responsible for 
alerting the public to nuclear tests by 
foreign countries. Yet ERDA never 
notified the NRC which, therefore, mis­ 
takenly concluded that the radioactivity 
was caused by airborne particles from a 
nuclear reactor in Pennsylvania 
The NRC. in turn, didn’t report the 
fallout readings to EPA until “ five days 
after the fallout occurred.” The agency 
finally found out about the extent of con­ 
tamination from Pennsylvania state of­ 
ficials. Not until then did EPA rush out a 
belated press release. 
F o o t n o t e : 
An E PA s p o k e s m a n 
acknowledged that there were “ short­ 
comings in its procedures,” but that they 
are being corrected. An NRC spokesman 
said it was EPA’s responsibility to 
protect the public from radioactive 
fallout.

Starting

26,000 
guardsmen. 
The general is now 
going to fight on a new 
front. He is going to 
t a k e 
on a 
m u c h 
tougher and certainly 
a m ore elusive enemy 
— the paper dragon. 
“ W e 
s e e m 
to 
operate, both at the 
S t a t e and f e d e r a l 
l e v e l , 
on 
t h e 
philosophy that you 
never let anyone do 
anything new for the 
first time, but that once something has 
been done, it m ust then never be done 
differently.” 
If one can figure that out, it should be 
called “ Schober’s Law.” 
General Schober just cannot unders­ 
tand the need for the avalanche of 
paperwork in running the National 
Guard. 
“ It makes one marvel at the exploits 
of A lexander the G re a t,” he said 
“ Imagine, he conquered half the world 
and did it without a single typewriter, a 
piece of carbon paper or even a Xerox', 
He must have really been a genius!” 
The general still hasn't come up with 
the answer of just how much paperwork 
there is involved in running the Califor­ 
nia National Guard so he has ordered his 
staff to find out. When he issued the 
order, back cam e a paper report from 
his staff recommending a couple of 
months study for a 12-page study 
“ 1 settled for a week’s study and a one 
page report,” the general said. 
When he asked how many reports, 
federal and state, his headquarters and 
units were required to prepare and sub­ 
mit. he couldn’t find anybody on the staff 
who could tell him. 
He took a good look at one report, a 
“domestic status report” which has been 
required of the Guard annually to be 
forwarded to Sacramento. 
“ As nearly as I can find out, this 
beauty has been received and duly filed 
since time im m em orial.” the general 
said. “ I can’t tell what is in it because I 
haven’t been able to find anyone who’s 
read one ” 
His preliminary investigations show 
that to enlist a person in the Guard takes 
a piece of paper 36 feet long in six copies. 
“ Georgia Pacific Company must real­ 
ly love us,” he commented 
We have a feeling that the general is 
going to be on the front line a long time

Grounding a ‘special interest'

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - The hear­ 
ing of the House Science and Technology 
Committee Feb 17 won’t be specially 
telecast to room 1015 of nearby Bethesda 
Naval Hospital — and therein lies a tale 
of the relationship between the infamous 
“ special interests” and members of 
Congress 
The term “ special 
interests” usually is 
applied to pr ivate 
organizations seeking 
to influence congres­ 
sional policy making 
But it also ought to 
refer to the federal 
d e p a r t m e n t s 
and 
agencies which con­ 
s t a n t l y 
l o b b y 
members of the House 
and Senate for more of 
everything — money, 
s t a f f 
p o s i t i o n s , 
program s, influence 
and prestige. 
“ The “ special in­ 
terest” in this case is 
th e 
N a t i o n a l 
Aeronautics and Space Administration. 
NASA’s adm inistrator. Dr 
Jam es C. 
Fletcher, is an appointee of President 
Richard M. Nixon who reportedly is very 
anxious to retain his directorship under 
President C arter 
One man whose support could be 
crucial in that effort is Rep Olin E. 
Teague, D-Texas, a 16-term veteran of 
the House and the highly influential 
chairman of its Science and Technology 
Committee for the past four years 
Teague checked into Bethesda Naval 
Hospital late last year for treatm ent of a 
World War II wound, and he probably 
will remain hospitalized for several 
more weeks. 


Fletcher and his staff concocted a 
scheme which would dem onstrate not 
only N A S A ’s d azzli ng t e c h n i c a l 
capabilities but also its concern for 
Teague: The committee session would 
be the subject of an elaborate, satellite- 
relayed, closed-circuit television broad­ 
cast whose entire audience would con­ 
sists of one convalescing congressman. 
A detailed plan was drafted and 
hundreds of NASA employes, at both the 
Washington headquarters and the agen­ 
c y ’s L ew i s R e s e a r c h C e n t e r in 
Cleveland, were assigned to work on the 
project. 
Cameras, sound equipment and special 
lights would be set up in the com m ittee 
hearing room in the Rayburn House Of­ 
fice Building Cables would snake from 
that room, down a corridor, into another 
congressman's office, then out a window 
to a bus and trailer parked outside the 
building (The bus would be brought to 
Washington from Cleveland for the oc­ 
casion. ) 
For there, the signal would be beamed 
to a satellite hovering 23,000 miles above 
the earth, then retransm itted back to the 
ground to a special receiving antenna 
mounted outside the program into 
Teague’s room 
Although the distance from Capitol 
Hill to Tegaue’s hospital room in sub­ 
urban Maryland is only seven miles, the 
picture and sound from the routine hear­ 
ings would have to travel more than 
46,000 miles 
The cost of the pro ject w as in­ 
calculable, certainly running to tens of 
thousands of dollars and possibly 
hundreds of thousands of dollars — all of 
it coming from the country’s taxpayers. 
Fortunately, Teague rejected the en­ 
tire plan (NASA says it abandoned the 
project after realizing the astronomical 


costs involved, but that version was dis­ 
puted by every other source we inter­ 
viewed ) 
“ I t’s my understanding that Dr 
Fletcher originally broached the idea 
with Mr. Teague,” said John L. Swigert, 
executive director of the com m ittee 
“ Mr. Teague himself turned it down 
after we looked at the costs and com­ 
plications.” 
The outcom e of that episode has 
broader ram ifications because of the 
frequency with which m em bers of 
Congress are routinely criticized for ac­ 
cepting questionable favors from in­ 
terest groups. 
In most cases, the big campaign con­ 
tribution, the golfing weekend at a lush 
resort or the VIP treatm ent for the 
legislator was an idea concocted and an 
offer proferred by an interest group anx­ 
ious to curry favor with the intended 
recipient. 
That doesn’t justify acceptance of 
largesse designed to purchase “ access” 
or “ influence” on Capitol Hill. But if the 
recipients are to be judged harshly, 
more attention ought to be paid to the 
source of those oversized gratuities.
